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Debris Removal and Flood 
Safety Reminder Issued 


Flooding causes early week 
street closures in Augusta 



For both small and large towns along the Ohio River, flooding is always in the back of the minds 
of residents who call these towns home. While larger areas have the luxury of flood walls, Augusta, 
Foster, Dover and other small communities do not. These areas rely on the National Weather Service to 
accurately predict the timeline of rising and receding flood waters. With the recent rains, residents and 
offlcials in the City of Augusta have been paying close attention to weather predictions and the visual 
appearance of flooding cropping up in the low lying areas in the west end of town. 

At 10:32 a.m. Monday, February 19th, the Augusta Police Department was advising residents and 
businesses alike of the likelihood of road closings. At that time. West Second Street was closed at the 
ATM behind US Bank. The ATM, shown above, was shut off and sandbags were placed around it to 
protect it from the anticipated flooding to come. Local traffic was allowed through/around at that time 
but only to remove belongings. The ATM has been shut off as well so please don’t try to go through the 
bank parking lot. Riverside Drive was anticipated to close by Tuesday. 

By mid-afternoon Monday, West Second Street was closed at Main Street as was West Riverside 
Drive at Main Street and Williams Street. Residents and visitors were asked to adhere to the closure 
areas and to be respectful of those trying to pack up and move their belongings. 

Tuesday morning, February 20th, East Second Street at Elizabeth Street was under water and bar¬ 
ricades were put into place. A bit of good news arrived Tuesday afternoon when it was reported the Ohio 
River had crested at 53.43 feet and was beginning to fall, reaching 53.37 feet by 2 p.m. With more heavy 
rain expected off and on through the end of the week, residents and offlcials are still holding their breath, 
watching, and waiting to see what Mother Nature and ‘Ole Man River’ have in store. 


With locally heavy 
rains forecasted for the 
Commonwealth over the 
next week, Kentucky 
Energy and Environ¬ 
ment Cabinet and state 
Emergency Management 
offlcials are warning res¬ 
idents to watch for pos¬ 
sible flash flooding. 

With 89,431 miles of 
rivers and streams, Ken¬ 
tucky is especially sus¬ 
ceptible to flood events 
during sustained, heavy 
precipitation, especially 
when the ground is satu¬ 
rated, as it is now. 

The Department for 
Environmental Protec¬ 
tion would like to remind 
Kentucky’s residents that 
flash flooding can oc¬ 
cur anytime during these 
conditions. These are 
dangerous events and can 
be life threatening. 

With flooding already 
in parts of southeastern 
Kentucky, please remem¬ 
ber the following regard¬ 
ing floods and post-flood 
cleanup: 

A flash flood watch 
is an advisory that heavy 
rains may result in flash 
flooding. 

If the National 
Weather Service issues a 
watch for your area: 

Listen to area radio 
and TV stations for Na¬ 
tional Weather Service 
warnings and reports. Get 
a weather radio, or install 
an app on your phone. 

Prepare to move to 
safety. 

If you are on a road, 
watch for flooding at dips, 
bridges and low areas. 

A flash flood warn¬ 
ing advises that flash 
flooding is occurring or 
is imminent in a speci- 
fled area. If a warning is 
issued for your area: 

Act quickly; you may 
have only minutes. 

Don’t try to drive 
through water of un¬ 
known depth. If your

car stalls in rising water, 
abandon it immediately 
and seek higher ground. 

Be especially careful 
at night, when flood dan¬ 
gers are harder to recog¬ 
nize. 

Turn around; don’t 
drown. 

After the flash flood 
watch or warning is can¬ 
celed, stay tuned to radio 
or TV or your weather 
app. General flooding 
may come later in streams 
and rivers. 

The Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Preven¬ 
tion reports that more 
than half of all flood-re¬ 
lated drownings occur 
when a vehicle is driven 
into hazardous floodwa- 
ter. Many of the deaths 
occur as automobiles 
are swept downstream. 
It takes just 12 inches of 
rushing water to carry 
away a small car, while 
two feet of rushing wa¬ 
ter can carry away most 
vehicles. It is NEVER 
safe to drive or walk into 
floodwaters. These types 
of drownings are of¬ 
ten preventable, but too 
many people continue to 
drive around the barriers 
that warn you the road is 
flooded. 

The next highest per¬ 
centage of flood-related 
deaths is due to walking 
into or near floodwaters. 
People underestimate the 
force and power of water. 
A mere six inches of fast- 
moving floodwater can 
knock over an adult. 

If general flooding 
occurs, water treatment 
plants and wastewater 
treatment plants could 
experience problems or 
could even flood them¬ 
selves. Have a supply of 
bottled water on hand in 
advance. If a boil-water 
advisory or notice is is¬ 
sued and you don’t have 
bottled water, bring water 
to a boil for 10 minutes 
before using it for drink¬ 
ing or cooking. Stay 


away from streams that 
may be contaminated by 
untreated sewage. 

The Kentucky De¬ 
partment for Environ¬ 
mental Protection would 
like to remind everyone 
that there are speciflc 
guidelines for proper 
disposal of woody and 
vegetative debris left in 
the aftermath of severe 
storms. For storm debris, 
Kentuckians should con¬ 
tact their local solid waste 
coordinator to And out if 
debris will be picked up 
curbside or if debris must 


be taken to a designated 
location. 

Recycling is the pre¬ 
ferred disposal method 
for many kinds of debris. 
Local governments are 
strongly encouraged to 
recycle debris by shred¬ 
ding or chipping for 
reuse as mulch. Those 
lacking the equipment 
should consider com¬ 
mercial shredders or seek 
help from other cities and 
counties. 

If recycling is not 
feasible, cities or coun¬ 
ties should identify stag¬ 


ing areas where storm 
debris can be temporar¬ 
ily stored or burned. At a 
minimum, staging areas 
must be well away from 
residences and busi¬ 
nesses. They also must 
be out of floodplains and 
away from sinkholes and 
drainage channels. 

Kentucky restricts 
open burning. Burning is 
only permitted in limited 
circumstances and under 
speciflc conditions. Con¬ 
tact your local dispatch 
about local burn proce¬ 
dures.

He suggested the idea of 
having a special Future Farmer Day some time during 1934, 
preferably on one of the regular national FFA broadcasting 
days. It was pointed out that the various state associations 
could perhaps plan special state broadcasts also on that day 
and that chapters might plan their father and son banquets 
on the date specified. The idea seemed to meet with general 
delegate approval and after some discussion it was moved by 
Stewart that the Board of Trustees arrange for such a day; 
motion passed.” 

National FFA Week is an opportu¬ 
nity for FFA members, alumni and sponsors to advocate for 
agricultural education and FFA. It’s a time to share with local, 
state and national audiences what FFA is and the impact it 
has on members every day.
